If you are not already acquainted with us I want to grasp 
your hand across the miles and through this little folder intro- 
duce you to The Gardner Nursery Company of Osage, 
Iowa, and to tell you something about our work of Fruit 
Breeding and the growing of our lines of Hardy ‘ Blizzard 
Belt” Nursery products. 



Our business was started away back in 1857 by the writer’s grandfather, 
Nathaniel Clark Gardner. It was in the days when the west was wild, 
and there were but few settlers in this part of Iowa. It was before the 
railroads had come in; and, in fact, there were no regular roads, except 

the prairie trails that led their winding 
ways from settlement to settlement. 
Bandsof Indians were acommon sight. 
Deer and other wild game abounded 
along the streams, and the whole 
country was as far away from its pres- 
ent state as can well be imagined. 


NATHANIEL C. GARDNER 

Whoetarted our business away back 
in 1857 was one of the pioneer horti- 
culturists of the middle west 


Grandfather Gardner’s first start in 
the Nursery business was in growing 
strawberries and other small fruits and 
in the saving if what, in those days, 
seemed to be large quantities of veg- 
etable and flower seeds. These fruits 
and seeds were sold to the storekeepers 
in the settlements and to the neigh- 
bors. They were all hungry for the 
fruits and vegetables they were accus- 
tomed to enjoy in their eastern homes 
before moving out into what was then 
the wild west. 


Grandfather was a great hand to 
experiment with different fruits, etc. and had brought a liberal supply 
of them overland in his Ox-drawn Covered Wagon, when moving from 
western New York to the new Iowa home.

Then came the period of the great Civil War that cleaned the farm 
and settlements of all the young men and boys 
who were away at the front, down in Dixie 
land. After the war Charles F. Gardner, the 
writer’s father, purchased the land and estab- 
lished the location on which our Nurseries now 
stand. He made the growing of Evergreens 
from seed, his leading specialty for a number 
of years, and then took on Fruit Breeding in 
Plums, crossing the Hardy American varieties 
with the Japanese, and originated a new type 
of high quality Plums that are proving to be 
very valuable in all parts of the country. Straw- 
berries were a fruit also grown in large quanti- 
ties both for plants and for berries for market. 

About IS years ago father began his experi- 
ments in Everbearing Strawberry Breeding and 
in this work as well as with the Plums he was 
very successful. He make thousands of crosses 
between the earlier varieties of Everbearers, all 
with the view of originating new sorts that 

would be an improvement over the ones used as parents in the crossi

Seedlings from which to choose. W e now have hundreds of new varieties 
of Everbearing Strawberries coming on as a result of his work, some of 
which are very valuable and which will be put on the market as soon as 
we have time to propagate sufficient plants. 

Father and I were very close together in all 
of this work and some of the most pleasant 
memories of my life are the walks we used to 
take through the Experimental Grounds look- 
ing at the new creations and studying them 
with view of making new combination of cross- 
es that would bring a still further improvement 
either in the fruits or in the root system or habits 
of growth. I well remember a walk we took 
in June, five years ago, when we decided to 
cross our best Everbearing variety with the 
best once-a-year fruiter, to see what such a 
combination would bring. And as it has hap- 
/-I ADI.- rr /-ADrMvic-o pcned from the crosses made that day, came 
CLARK E. GARDNER wonderful Numb^ 39, once-a-year fruiter.
